Author studies Starbucks, talks about lack of community

If Bryant Simon owned a coffee shop, it would not 
have conversation-killing Wi-Fi. It probably wouldn’t 
offer to-go cups. But it would have a big, round table 
strewn with newspapers to stimulate discussion. 

That sense of community is what’s missing from 
Starbucks, a conclusion Simon reached after visiting 
about 425 of its coffee shops in nine countries. And 
yet millions of people patronize the outlets each day 

Simon, a history professor at Temple University 
in Philadelphia, has spent the past few years figuring 
out why His new book, “Everything but the Coffee: 
Learning about America from Starbucks,” is meant “to 
be part of a public debate about what our purchases 
mean ... (and) how consumption shapes our lives even 
when we don’t intend it to,” Simon said. 

Seattle-based Starbucks had nearly $10.4 billion in 
revenue in 2008. Simon, however, argues the true cost 
of macchiatos and frappuccinos is much greater— that 
Starbucks has enriched itself in part by taking advan- 
tage of Americans’ impoverished civic life. 

Simon writes that while people once were able to 
find meaningful conversation and debate at librar- 
ies, recreation centers and parks, those public spaces 
have become less available — and less desirable — since 
municipal resources are focused elsewhere. 

Starbucks has filled that void, according to Simon. 
Or has it? After spending up to 15 hours a week in vari-

Still, it’s clear that Starbucks is giving people what 
they want, Simon said. Customers line up for lattes 
for any number of reasons: to treat themselves; to 
carry a status symbol; to support coffee growers in 
underdeveloped nations; to relax in a safe haven; or to 
taste a bit of comfort far away from home, he writes. 

ous Starbucks over the past few years, Simon said he 
witnessed very few spontaneous discussions or interac- 
tions. The couches, plush chairs and tables all seemed to 
be used for planned meetings or solo work on laptops. 

Simon’s observations are already being debated in 
college classrooms. Elizabeth Shermer, a history pro- 
fessor at Claremont McKenna College outside L.A., 
said she’ll use the book in a business history class to 
show how the workplace has changed. 

Many professionals are now independent contrac- 
tors without access to office spaces like cubicles and 
conference rooms, said Shermer. “You have a lot of 
folks using Starbucks to carry out the day-to-day busi- 
ness,” Shermer said. 

Courtney Knowlton, a senior at Arcadia University 
near Philadelphia, read Simon’s chapter on public 
spaces for a class debate on bookstore cafes. It made 
her realize that while Starbucks may be a good place 
for chai lattes, it’s often not engaging enough to pro- 
duce community-building discussions. 


‘Saturday Night Live’ siips up

“Saturday Night Live” has started the season with a bang, or, 
more precisely, an F-bomb. 

Newcomer Jenny Slate let the dreaded word slip during a par- 
ody of a talk show by biker women. Called “Biker Chick Chat,” 
the sketch was laden with tough talk from its participants, 
played by Slate, Kristen Wiig and guest host Megan Fox. 

But the most objectionable word was substituted, with 
rapid-fire comic frequency, with an inoffensive stand-in for 
that vulgarity 

Then, midway through the sketch. Slate slipped and said 
the word she meant to avoid. 

“You know what? You stood up for yourself,” she declared, 
“and I {bleepin’! love you for that.” 

She puffed her cheeks, perhaps realizing her error, but the 
sketch continued with no interruption or further flubs. 

Slate is an actress and comedian who this summer appeared 


on “Late Night with Jimmy Fallon,” and is perhaps best-known 
as half of the comedy duo Gabe and Jenny— until her memo- 
rable “SNF’ debut this weekend. 

NBC declined to comment on the incident, other than to 
say the word had been restored to the intended “freakin’” for 
the show’s replays in western time zones. 

The sketch aired live at about 12:40 a.m. Eastern, well after 
prime time, when use of expletives can be punished by the 
FCC. 

It wasn’t the first time this particular word had been heard 
on “SNL.” Cast member Charles Rocket made the slip in 
1981. 

But less than two weeks ago, a veteran New York City 
news anchor created a sensation by accidentally dropping an 
F-bomb during a newscast while bantering with the weather- 
man. The clip was soon an Internet favorite. Ernie Anastos of 
Fox affiliate WNYW apologized on the air the next night.

A graphic amateur video shows a Fenger High 
School honor student beaten to death with 
wooden 2-by-4s violently wielded at the back 
of his head. 

The nearly three-minute video, shot by a girl 
who attends Fenger, captures the gruesome 
melee as it unfolded. Derrion Albert, i6, is 
shown stumbling to the ground, where teen- 
agers continued to viciously punch, kick and 
strike him with the wooden boards until he was 
unconscious. The additional evidence is aiding 
its investigation, Chicago police said. 

Derrion’s family was squeamish about watch- 
ing the footage and not all of them were able to 
make it through the entire tape. But they said 
they don’t have a problem with people viewing 
it as long as it helps identify who beat Derrion 
to death. 

“It hurt to watch,” said LaTonia Williams, 
Derrion’s aunt. “It’s one thing to hear about it 
and come up with your own theory of what hap- 
pened. To see it is another thing. It gave us a real 
clear picture of what happened. That video was 
crucial.” 

The teen girl, who asked the family not 
to identify her because she fears retaliation, 
showed the video to Derrion’s family Friday 
night before handing it over to police and 
WFLD-Ch. 32, said Eunice Cross, the grand- 
mother of Derrion’s half sister. 

The vivid images were captured from the 
middle of the brawl. The footage the girl shot 
provided an additional vantage point to the 
video from a surveillance camera atop the 
Agape Community Center, 342 W iiith St. in 
Roseland, next to the vacant lot where dozens 
of boys converged Thursday afternoon. 

Detectives reviewed the tape Friday evening 


and said they appreciate the new evidence. 

“We are pursuing interviews with a number 
of people of interest,” police Officer Gabrielle 
Lesniak said. Lesniak said she can’t speculate 
whether charges will be directly related to the 
video. 

Fox Chicago was approached by the student’s 
brother with a copy of the video on Friday, said 
Carol Fowler, the station’s news director. It held 
off on airing the tape for 24 hours at the request 
of Chicago police, who wanted more time to 
find suspects. Fox paid its typical freelance fee 
of about $300 to obtain the tape exclusively, 
Fowler said. 

“The principal reason we decided to air the 
video was because it communicated in a pow- 
erful way the danger these kids face getting to 
and from school every day,” Fowler said. “It’s 
a sad commentary. We felt it was our obliga- 
tion to put it on the air in a responsible man- 
ner.” 

Police have identified several people from 
the video, Chicago Police Department spokes- 
man Roderick Drew said Sunday 

Some parents and students have expressed 
reservations about returning to Fenger on 
Monday It is the first time Fenger will be open 
since Thursday Several community groups 
plan to hold a vigil at the school Monday after- 
noon.

The display of force comes days after the 
U.S. and its allies warned Iran over a newly 
revealed nuclear facility it was secretly con- 
structing. 

Gen. Hossein Salami, head of the 
Revolutionary Guard Air Force, said Iran 
had perfected its short range missiles to make 


them more accurate in tactical battlefield 
situations and defend the country from any 
attacks. 

“We are going to respond to any military 
action in a crushing manner and it doesn’t 
make any difference which country or regime 
has launched the aggression,” state media 
quoted Salami as saying. He said the missiles 
successfully hit their targets. 

The tests came two days after the U.S. 
and its allies disclosed that Iran had been 
secretly developing a previously unknown 


underground uranium enrichment facility 
and warned the country it must open the 
nuclear site to international inspection or 
face harsher international sanctions. 

The missiles tested weren’t the kind that 
can carry a nuclear warhead. Iran is devel- 
oping such ballistic missiles, but the U.S. 
believes that effort has been slowed. 

But the timing of the missile tests has been 
widely interpreted as an Iranian show of force 
in the face of the international storm of criti- 
cism over the secret facility

Jay Cutler hits Hester late for game-winning TD

SEATTLE Converted defensive back 
Devin Hester is still learning the 
Bears offense. Yet he pulled aside 
Jay Cutler on Sunday and delivered 
a veteran receiver’s plea: I’m open. 
Give me the ball. 

Cutler listened quietly. Then, 
with less than 2 minutes left and 
the Bears down by two, he obliged. 

Cutler’s miserable Bears debut two weeks 
ago became further forgotten when he 
completed all three of his passes on the 
decisive drive. The third was for 36 yards 
to Hester with 1:52 remaining, on the slant 
the receiver had requested, rallying the 
Bears to a 25-19 victory over the depleted 
Seattle Seahawks. 

Cutler pumped his fists, hugged his 
linemen, and raised both arms trium- 
phantly after the go-ahead score. 

Exactly the scene the Bears envisioned 
when they traded a king’s ransom to 
Denver to get him. 

“I pride myself in that. I want the 
ball in those situations, and I think this 
offense is starting to get a feel for it,” 
Cutler said. “Any time you can get Devin

Hester one-on-one, it works.” 

Cutler overcame a malfunctioning 
helmet headset and a raucous Seattle 
crowd that made play calls hard to hear 
to complete 21 of 27 passes for 247 yards 
and three touchdowns, with one intercep- 
tion. 

“To me, you judge good quarterbacks 
based on what they can do late in the

game, and Jay wants the ball in his hands,” Bears 
coach Lovie Smith said. “He had a good look about 
him knowing that we had to go down and score. We 
all had confidence that he would lead us.” 

Hester said he had “chitchatted” Cutler through- 
out the game, telling him “Hey, the slant’s there.” 

Almost everything else was, too, for Cutler 
and the Bears (2-1) late against a defense that was 
missing two starting linebackers and two starting 


cornerbacks — then lost a third when Ken Lucas 
missed the winning drive because he aggravated a 
groin injury 

When asked what Cutler’s shown him since that 
messy debut in Green Bay two weeks ago, Hester 
said: ‘A lot of poise. There are situations when the 
game’s not going to go our way, and he continues to 
be confident and telling us ‘Stay in the game!’ 

“That’s what this team is counting on.”

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MEDITATION 
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Once a fringe practice, 
meditation now helping 
many deal with stress

What pops into your mind when you hear the 
word “meditation?” 

Sitting cross-legged on a pillow? 

Blanking out your thoughts completely? 

Local devotees of the practice say they’ve 
heard it all when it comes to popular notions 
of the meditative arts. 

“A lot of people think the whole purpose is 
to clear your mind of any thoughts at all,” said 
Craston Artis of Washington Park. 

The 32-year-old, who has practiced medita- 
tion for about six years, recently began teach- 
ing his own style of meditation at Soothe Tour 
Senses spa in Edgewater. 

“Clearing your mind totally is almost ridicu- 
lous,” Artis said with a laugh. “In fact, trying not 
to think anything at all could drive you crazy 
Tour mind doesn’t turn off” 

Meditation can, however, help you hone in 
on what’s important, which is good news for 
Chicagoans facing the down economy and 
dour job market. The city this month ranked 
No. I on Forbes’ list of most stressful cities in 
America. 

It can be classified as a number of introspec- 
tive exercises, which typically include deep- 
breathing, focusing on living “in the moment,” 
and relaxation techniques, sometimes guided 
by an instructor skilled in a certain discipline, 
and other times by self-taught practitioners. 
Meditation can be done with eyes closed, seat- 
ed, or lying down in a quiet environment, and 
there are many ways to do it, local experts told 
RedEye. 

Recent studies of meditation— including an 
ongoing study funded by the National Institutes 
of Health— have examined possible benefits 
of the practice, including increased alertness, 
focus and prioritizing abilities. 

“These days, economic pressures are so high 
that we really need a release,” said Tim Wang,

co-founder of Three Pillars Wellness Center in 
Hyde Park and its meditation instructor once 
those classes resume next month. Meditation is 
increasingly popular among twenty- and thirty- 
somethings, according to Wang. 

Ajana Boone, 32, of Hyde Park is among 
those younger locals getting more serious about 
the practice. Boone, who once meditated on 
and off, became more consistent with it over 
the last year. 

Boone was laid off in June 2008 and found 
herself increasingly stressed about paying her 


mortgage. Meditation has helped her with 
those issues, as well as daily distractions, Boone 
said. She tries to make time for it at least one a 
day, even if she has to focus her thoughts quietly 
while sitting in her parked car with the radio off 
or in the hours prior to going to bed, she said. 

“There are so many things in our lives that 
have us scattered,” Boone said. “We’ve got 
phones ringing. Blackberries going and dead- 
lines we have to meet. Meditation allows me to 
focus on the things that are important, and get 
a sense of what I need to do.” 


Some say meditation is becoming more main- 
stream, thanks in part to an exercise regiment 
that incorporates it: yoga. The two disciplines 
are essentially working off one another, accord- 
ing to Tang, as they increase in popularity 
“Twenty years ago, yoga was something only 
someone really crunchy did,” Wang said. “You 
had to wear Birkenstocks and live a lifestyle of 
a Yogi. Now, yoga is really popular, and I see 
the same thing starting to happen with medi- 
tation.” 

Adding to the appeal, the goals of medita- 
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tion have shifted almost as much as the popu- 
lar image, according to meditative instructor 
Ira Abrams, who said it is also now seen as a 
complement to religious beliefs instead of some 
kind of substitute. 

“'You don’t hear as much people seeking 
nirvana or total enlightenment,” said Abrams, 
who holds weekly meditation workshops in 
his home, attracting as many as 20 to 25 par- 
ticipants from the University of Chicago com- 
munity to each session. This year, Abrams said, 
he received interest from students just arriving 
at the university— a drastic change after years 
of working with the students. “Right now, you 
hear a lot of ‘I’m looking for a way to deal with 



A quick intro 
to meditation 

Meditation is not an easy practice, but it isn’t as hard as 
most people think, according to Tim Wang, a meditator 
and co-founder of Three Pillars in Hyde Park. Wang gave 
RedEye a mini-session during a phone interview. Here 
are the tips he offered regarding his preferred type of 
meditation, which can help you focus. 



» Get comfortable, whether 
lying down, sitting or leaning 
against a wall.

» Start to be aware of how 
you’re breathing. Feel the 
motion in your body. Feel 
the flow of air. Feel your belly 
expanding and contracting.

For example, if your 
stomach grumbles, you may 
start to think, “Well, I’m hungry. 
Where can I go for lunch? What 
should I get for dinner.’’ 

» Don’t do that. Instead, accept 
the thought that you’re hungry, 
but re-focus your attention on 
your breathing. 



» Think for now, “I’m here,’’ 
and continue to focus on the 
moment.

stress.’ ‘I’m looking for a way to find focus in 
my life.’” 

But meditation is not the mind-clearing 
medicine or silver bullet against stress that 
some seek. Nor is it necessarily easy, according 
to some local adherents. 

'Wang, despite teaching it, acknowledged 
that he doesn’t always make the time to do it. 

“I wish I could do more seated meditation 
regularly, but sometimes I simply don’t. And I 
tell my students the same thing just to try their 
best.” 

Abrams warns that new meditators could 
face scrutiny from those unfamiliar with the 
practice, particularly those who see it as a type 


of religion. Despite meditation’s Buddhist 
roots, Abrams and others said it should not be 
seen as replacing religious faith. 

“The great thing is that I think most 
Americans make up their own minds and with 
so many resources to learn about meditation, 
they can do that and decide what they think 
about it on their own,” Abrams said. 

Even corporations are curious about the 
effect that meditation could have on the minds 
of employees. 

Abrams said he has received a number of 
offers to teach meditation at various compa- 
nies, and 'Wang has conducted workshops for 
at least half-a-dozen businesses in the last six 


years. 'Wang, who says interest from businesses 
is increasing, welcomes even more opportuni- 
ties to expand awareness. Companies includ- 
ing Google and Deutsche Bank have offered 
meditation classes to its professionals in recent 
years. Time magazine reported. 

Boone too hopes meditation continues its 
mainstream momentum. 

“Spirituality is a very important part of every- 
body’s life,” Boone said, adding that her year- 
long adherence has made a difference in her 
ability to handle stress. “Meditation can help 
people get through no matter if they believe 
in God, Jesus or Buddha. This is something we 
need right now”
